WHO IS THE "CATSPAW 1" 

Ono of the speakers at tholneoting on 
Monday night roforrud to a member of tho 
Hoasoos "a cataijftw," forgetting, prob- 
ably , thiit he and tbo majority of the moat- 
ing wore drawing cliostnuts from the Are 
for the benefit of certain anxioua aeekers 
after portfolios. If, in the end, it should 
torn out that their pnws are burned by 
the hot ooals, few will be found to offer 
sympathy or carbolic oil. In tho oyoa of 
Canada and tho rest of tho Proviuco whut 
is the poailiou of Victoria to-day on the 
Railway question? That of an inooiisis- 
tent and imi)ractioablo community, wluoU 
within tho short apaco of six months has 
ftssumodlwo entirely diflforent attitudes 
on that all important subject. Take the 
meeting of the 20tli of September last. 
Wo find a speaker on tho Philharmomo 
platform aipp.auilod to Ihe.echo when ho 
■ •aggested that iu cnae the niiruurvon 
Terms wore not carried out tho peoplo 
phould seize tho custom house and post 
olHco to convince Canada that British 
Columbia "meant bu3inos.s;" and a re.so- 
lution iustructiiif; the members for tho 
city in tho Local House to vote for Sepa- 
ration met with unanimous a ppioval. 
Ten days ago a meeting liel.l in tho si lf- 
same place, compusod of nearly tho tamo 
men and addressed by tho same speakers, 
ignored the resolution of the 20th Sep- 
tember, aud unanimously resolved lo ex- 
tend tho timo for tlio commouoeraent of 
Railway oonatruotion to tho Istof August, 
1878. 'Now, had this important conces- 
sion been made iu response to a sugges- 
tion from Lord Carnarvon scarcely any 
one ffculd have found fault with tho gen- 
eroua action of the meeting. But when 
it is known that Lord Carnarvon suggest 
ed only tho "delay of a single summer," 
the excessive goucrosity of tho "peoplo of 
Victoria' becomes inexplicublo. Certainly 
tbo aolion of u people who in six months 
ooold instruot their ropreaontatives to 
pursue two eutirelpr diverse oourses on th e 
same subject, -without explaining why 
they abandoned the one or adopted the 
other, will astonish nourosidooto and hus 
perplexed and confounded their mem- 
bers. Aud how far a representative of 
the Oitjr in tho Local House should be 
hound by such eccentric and inconsistent 
iaatruotions is a matter for grave reflec- 
tion. 

Arast majority of the people of Vic- 
toria aro in favor of the Carnarvon 'i'eriua. 
Some people may ditlor as to their prac- 
ticability; but uU will acknowledge that 
their oonsummntiou would be a great 
and good thing for the Island. There is 
no ditferonoe of opinion on that poiut in 
Victoria, at least. As to tho best policy 
to he adopted to secure tlioso terms, 
there aro vai-ions opinions. But as only 
one phase of that opinion succeeded in 
getiing a bearing on Monday, it is fair to 
presnmo that tho adoption of the ex- 
treme aud violent policy would bo most 
accoptablo at this moment to those who 
constituted the meeting. 

Tho object of tho gathering was not, 
however, to discuss the Carnarvon Terms. 
They came in 'parentbetioally. It was 
called to consider the course of the Prem- 
ier of tho Local Government in refusing 
to receive a deputation appointed at a pre- 
vious meeting and explain what course he 
intends to iiursuo towards the Chief Com- 
missioner who, having o£Qcially given the 
most positivo and cooTiaoiag proofs of 
his fealty to the Carnarvon Terms, com- 
mitted the Unpardonable Sin of saying tliut 
in bis opinion tho Island lino without tho 
main line wouldn't pay running ex- 
penees. Tho rromier most properly dt-'- 
olincd to receive tho dopntntion. As 
a CouBtitutional Premier ho is au- 
' sweiable for the composition of his Min- 
istry to the House alone. Under no cir- 
cumstances can ho bo peraonallj- called to 
accaunt by his constiluenta for tho ap- 
pointment, retention or dismissal of a 
Minister. . So long as the IIouso favors 
him -with its confidonoe, tho Premier can 
not submit to popular dictation. When, 
however, we come to matters of polict/,tbe 
PreiLiier and his constituents stand on an 
equal footing; and no constitutional Pre- 
mier would, wo feel assured, 'Tony an 
interview to a deputation appoiuivd to 
confer with him as to his policy on au-j 
question of public interest— say tho Car- 
nr.rvcn Terms. Hud the committee ask- 
ed an interview to discuss that or any 
other matter it would, no doubt, have 
been granted. But they did not; they 
undertook to dictate to the Premier us to 
this Ministry and he declined to receivo 

The tone of Monday's meeting, as we 
have said, was extreme and violout. The 
Premier came in for an enormous amount 
of abuse at the hands of the various speak- 
ers. One gentleman suggested that a pe- 
tition demanding tho resignation of Mr. 
Elliott be signed and presented by tho 
peoplo en viassc; and if it wore not listoo- 
od to that thoy should thou proceed to 
drive tho memhers out of tho Ilouao. 
Another spoko of "booting tho Ministiy I 
all out;" and a third referred to the L'n - 
mier as a "heggar on horseback who ha I | 
ridden away with tho hor.so and sliould | 
bo lussoed." It must ocjnr to tho ;cinlor 
that tho advice tlui.s hastily given may 
uaem feaaibJo in theory; but, as Jooy Bag- 
Htock would remark, it would bo "tU-u- 
vilish hard" to oarry into practice. In 
the first [daoa we have a iMinistry, 
backed by a constitutional majority in tho 
House, discharging tho business of tho 
country. Scfuudly, wo se« an irat.i and 
hungry minority, t agor to grasp tin; reins 
of pONVor, placing uvery inip'.Miiinoht in 
tho way of the transaction (if puljlic ;)usi- 
noss. Thirdly, wo have a nuiaborof Vic- 
torians excited by the misrepresentations 
of a venal press and equally venal ora- 
tors, or imi)ellod by a loss worthy 
desire to onjoy tho "spoils (if oJliee," 
cheering sp(Mk('rs who indulge in intem- 
perate and bidudtliirsty language and 
counsel a resort to vi(jlenco to carry their 
ends, Hnvo men whoso every interests 
are.bonnd up with Victoria leilected what 
would inevitably result from tho institu- 
tion of II "rrign of terror" at the Logisla- 
iiro Ilall? Have thoy thought what might 
follow if a bare majority ol the members 
were to say, Wotind it impossibloto le- 
gislate at Victoria without incurring tho 
risk of jjersoual violence ? Has Mr. 
Gray's Bp( och failed to quioken tboir 
underHtandiug ? It is absurd to talk 
of what WHS dono throo year:) ago 



al Government— done on tho impulso of 

tho moment, and sc-arcoly dono before it 
was regretted by the chief actors in it. 
Besides, it had no good results. Tho 
members for the City who supported tho 
])oCosmo3-\Valkem Government were not 
deterred by tho imposing demonstra- 
tion from adluHMig to their pledges. Mr. 
Duck, then a luiiinber, told tho citizens 
of Viotori.i at a |iuhlii- m(HMing h-.-id i;i 
Albnmbni Hall— "i.'i matter what yov. 
may tell nie t" t]o, I iiit -nd to su[)port tho 
Government." J.lio men who cheered 
loudest at this deolnrutiim aro tho men 
who occupied the platform on Monday 
evening and rolled tlmir eyes in holy hor- 
ror at tho more idea of a Constitutional 
Premier trying to di.-eharfje his duties ac- 
cording to tho Constilutiuii. Mr. IJeaion, 
who was so shocked that ho fuinted dead 
away when ho heard that tho Premi(H' 
would not receive the deputation, was 
handed, iu ISTi, a petition «igued by 1000 
of his follow eiiizens, instructing him to 
pursue a certain courso in the IIouso, nnd 
ho refused to obey its mandate. jMr. Do- 
Cosmos, who turned his back on a simi- 
lar petition from his constituents, was 
elected to tho Commons within two weeks 
after his refusal to recognize tho memor- 
ial. Mr. Walkom, whose Cariboo consti- 
tuents sent him a numerously signed pe- 
tition not to support the Govorniaent 
l)olicy, contemptnijusly remarked m the 
House that he could ''got a petition sign- 
ed at Carih(ju to hang twenty men!!" 
What was the mumeulous (piostiou that 
caused tho commotion and tho petition ?

There aro others — iilso men ot in- 
lluonce and wealth, who h ivo co(iuette.l 
with and pandered to th 
of public fueling until, like the vouiig of 
tho fabulous bird that destroyed their par- 
ent, it thi-ontoiin to iuvolvo fiicud aud fuo 
In common ruin ! 

It is timo that tho good senso of Vic- 
toria began to assert itself. She has too 
long pulled the chestnuts out of the fire 
for tho bonefit of the rest of the Prov- 
ince. 

As she may elect to act in tho present 
criwiis will depend her future x)rasperity 
and greutnesH. Let her stand up for her 
rights by all mo.ins; but let her not 
overstep tho bounds of prudence and 
discretion— a disregard of which may 
prove fatal.

Hon Mr. Elliott furnished somo infor- 
mation on tbo expenses of piiiiting oou- 
neotod with this measure, aud the House 
passed to the oousideration of the ad- 
journed debate on Mr, Pimbur/'s resolu- 
tion on the 

ESqUIUAIiT AND NANA1510 RAILWAY. 

Mr. Wallioin, in rising to this question, 
said that bis object was to attack the prin- 
cipln of ft Uovornmont leader rotaiuing 
in IhQ perso)inci of liis Cabinet a luemlwr 
■whose opiuioiia ou such an irapoitimt 
question of policy us theCarnarvoa terms 
were not in accordance with his own. He 
complained of the Government refusing 
to adopt tbo atiiendment respecting the 
Eailroad as part .inJ parcel of the ad- 
dress. It was uo use for tbom now to 'it 
tempt to ronieily ihii CLUi.luot- by entrust- 
ing a resolution similar in its obje(;t to a 
private member, 'i'liis could not liavo tbe 
•ffeotthatit woald have bad it benn em- 
bodied in the Address. Ho indulyud iu 
a few remarks concoruing the espurionco 
of the gotitlomati (Ml-. I'lmbury) to whom 
it wtis outrubtod not all/>getber of a com- 
plimentary nature aiul dcelaied tbat the 
Govornmeiit muinbors bad luei; tlio attacks 
made on them by tlio opposition with 
ridicule only. He npju'ovcd tbe course 
taken by the Government respecting tbe 
disturbances at Nanairao, and ou the 
questioQ of the representation of Ouaaiar, 
but on the subject of tbo Railway ho ae- 
<;nBdd tbem of shirking their duty by al- 
lowing the motion to fall into 
the hands of a private member. 
Ho then directed his batteries agaiust the 
Cuief Commissioner of Lands and Works 
reviewed his speech of the 28th ¥oh. 
last, in a most unmerciful stisin and oo- 
cused liim of riiiuiug the prospect of the 
Island Railway. Accused bim of oiu- 
buyiug a noble lord who lately visited us 
with hiH opinions and accounted for the 
charge in Lioid tJirnarvoa's vietvuon this 
subject by tbo .supposition that thoy had 
been reported to him. He as^ortod that, 
the whole (i\io.-tlion consisted in tliia, that 
tke Ministers were afraid of losiiig tboir 
seats. Tbat was their policy. Tlio hon. 
gentleman ooutiuued that the Chiiif Uum- 
missioner could not consisteutly vote for 
tbiii resolution. He (Mr. Walkem) did 
not believe the Island railway would ever 
be built. (Hon. Mr. Elliott— Yes, yes.) 
He maintained that Mr. Ellioit shouLl 
have dismis.sed Mr. Vernon or that Mr. 
Vernon should havo resigned, :in<l harped 
again ou the fea'- ho b>di(!vod the G iveru- 
ment had of lo.siny their soats. ilo in- 
tended to vote for the present resolution. 
The railroad was gone, for ho did not bo- 
Jiovo it would ever bo built within the 
iifutimo of this generation fob.) The 
hou. gentleman went ov(U- ami over tbe 
arguments already adduced. 

Hon, Mr. Eld.jtt naid that the hon. 
gentleman who bad just sat duwu was 
good at repetitions. The only thing he 
had tu say was that the Government were 
afraid of lo.siug llioir seats. This taunt 
was constantly Hung at tliom. He did not 
blame gentlemen oppodie for this. It 
was very natural for tln'iu to feel annoyed 
at finding the seats so lat.dy o ■en pied by 
thomseivos now lilled by otherd. Ho 
would, however, bo bettor pleased if they 
■wore a litilo inoro honest aud did not be- 
Hpaltor biniseli and his eollnanncs with 
{ulsomo conipliinent, while at the fiaiuo 
time attributing to them tbo basest of 
jnotives. (Mr. Walkem hero said some- 
thing about "falsehood.") Mr. Elliott 
vould admire their conduct more if Ihey 
^vere a liltlu l^-ss given to interrupting 
and wero v-illing to fiivo to others the 
fair play tboy received themselves [ boar. | 
Dr. Asli bore ro.so to a quoelion of or- 
der. Ho a't.sortiiil that ho had heard the 
Bpeaker applauding Mr. Elliott, which 
was contrary to the rales ot the Honso. 
The Hpeaker denied this. 
Mr. Elliott on resuming ma<lo boiuo 
Borcastio remarks on the conduet of tlio 
■ gentlemen of the Oppusilion, He said 
it was rory well for them to laiuil tb.D 
members of the Oovornmout witii being 
afraid of doing this, that and the other 
for fear of losing their seats; but he asked 
wlio could lirtten to tlicir remarks which 
amounted to little mure than a repclition 
of their favoiit'3 pbraso without .suspect 
lug that the mainspring of their actions 
since this debate commenced waj not 
their anxiety for the railway, but their 
anxiety to " regain their seats (obeers.) 
The cases spoken of by the le tdor of the 
Oiiposilion" in tno contrast lie triod to 
draw between the coursn nduiiled liy the 
Government oiv tlie question oi tlieCassinr 
ropresontatiou and that on tbo railroad 
ailmrded no parallel, as ho well know, in- 
asmuch as the former would involve ok-

lerafore foroed to MBome tho rsspouAi- 



bility of dealing with it. He said tho 
hon. gfintloiuan who was now wasting tho 
time of the House with frivojoua objec- 
tions had promised him (Mr. iilliott) tho 
benefit of his experience and ho had ful- 
filled his promise by voting aguinst him 
ou every possible ocoasioa? (Hear,) He, 
no doubt, valued his experience very 
higlily, and if Edmund Burke was pre- 
sent ho inii^lit bo brought to admit, in 
spito of birt well-known modesty, that tho 
House contained a greater stiite.sman than 
himself (loud laughter.) The hou. gen- 
tleman stated that tho Ctoverment was 
losing the confidence of the country. This 
he doniod. Respecting the loud talk aud 
wild as.sortions about tbo (livi."iion between 
Mr. Vornou and himself ho thought, not- 
withstanding tho iKiiso tho opposition 
niatltj on the matter, it was very little if 
any worse than that which existed be- 
tween tho Chief of tho Into Government 
and his Finance Ministor. [Mr. Walkem 



— True, and laughter.] While on this 
topic bo would liko a littlo information 
ros[)ecting the nature of tho hon. gentle- 
man's alli;inca with the hon. motnbor from 
Viotori i District. 

[Mr. Haniiihreys horo sprang to his 
feet aud enquired iu an excited manner if 
his present alliance was not as respect- 
able a one as bis alliance with Mr. El- 
liott?] 

Mr. Elliott was rather pu/.zlod to know 
wliiit Mr. Walkom could do with Mr. 
Ilumpbroys if it over liocnnie hi.i liitn to 
got back to thi.^ side of ttio Hoiiso (laugh- 
ter). His Government was as iirm as 
ever on the Oarnurvou Terms. He was not 
to bo intimidateil by threats or terrorism, 
either in or out of tho House; but on tbo 
other lianil would be ready enotigli to re- 
sign if oounncod in a constitutional man- 
ner by u vote of this House that ho no 
longer possessed the contideuco of tbo 
Housf) aud the conntry [great applause |. 

Mr. Mara hero said a few words in de- 
fence of (ho Speaker from the attack of Dr. 
Ash, and ca'led on tho House to support 
tbo Chair. 

Mr. Walkom indulged iu a long itoni- 
cal baranguo on tho duty of tho hpoaUor 
and tho House. 

Dr. Ash said that while he was walking 
about on the floor of tbe House ho had 
heard the Speaker cheering when tho 
leader of tho Government was sj^eaking. 
Ho bad also hoard him on a former occ.i 
sion speaking angrily to Mr: Humpliieys. 
Ilo was willing to boliovo tho apoaket 
was carrioil away by oxcitomont and was 
unconscious of what he was doing. 

The Speaker, amidst tbe obeers of the 
House, declared that he had never said 
"hear, iioar," since ho had occipioJ tho 
Chiiir. H j li.ad only asked that Mr. El- 
liott should Imvo tho samo fair jilay as 
iMr. Wiilkom [ui)plau.so]. 

Mr. Smith faid tlwt when Mr. 
Speaker took snuff members supposed 
ha was crying "hear, hear."[Great laugh- 
ter, in which tho g.alleries joinrd,] The 
Oppo.sitiou were continually hammering 
at tbo Faino old ttory over aud over again. 
Tho leader of the (.ipposition said tbo rail- 
way would never bo built. 

Mr. Walkem begged to correct. Ho 
had said ho did not believe it would ever 
bo brought to any part of the Pacific coast. 

Mr. R. Smith continueil; he said he 
was willing to agreo to the Carnarvon 
setilomciit, but it was an imiiosition to 
call tluiin Carnarvon Terms. There was 
no such thiug as the Carnarvon Terms. 
He did not believe there was any 
ground for such statements as that. 
He believed . it might be ,.right to 
turn a Ministry out if the measrirea they 
brought forward were objectionable, but 
tbo whole of this sossiou ho bad seen 
nothing but a series of excuses for wast- 
ing tho timn of tha House. Alluding to 
the charges of corruption made by gen- 
tlemen o^jpoBite he said the Opposition 
leader watched everyone like a fox. For 
himself ho could say he had seen no 
"price" and ho could not tell where a 
"price" was to come from at pieseut 
(Groat laughter.) They ought do all 
tho baoiue.'is of tlie coantry lirst and then 
go ti^iiaro after one uuotlior. (Cheers 
aud laughter.) For his part he was tired 
of long speeohes full of nothing but ill- 
natured personalities, and he thought 
the House was getting tired of it too. He 
was an- old member of the Houbo, but in 
all hi» uijjoiience ho had never Been such 
a session as this. 

Mr. Uuiupbreys introduced his remarks 
with a bitter iudictmeut against Mr. El- 
liott whom ho accused of ingratitude to 
him (Ilumphroys) . He declared that 
without his aid Mr. Elliott would never 
have gained his present position. I''or his 
part he treated him witb a contempt as 
extensive as it was profound, aud then he 
went over again all the ground alreaily 
truversud by Mr. Walkem on the Ilailvfay 
question. As for the resolution now be- 
fore the House he declared it out of or- 
der. Criticised Mr. R. Smith's remarks, 
and accused him of inconsistency in say- 
ing tliero was uo such thing as tbe C.ir- 
uarvoii tonus, uiiui /i.n'iiij^ f,:,l^d Ja-st hos- 
sinn to sauctiou tho mossago asking that 
they might bo curried out, and repeated 
again the doctrine that the sense of the 
resolution ought to have been orabodied 
iu the Adilress to tho Lieut. -CJovernor. 
No. ther tlio Ministry nor their support- 
era have the coididonce of the peO|,lo, a:;'! 
ho was prepared to place iu tlu! Speaker's 
hands his resigualiou if tho (.tovernment 
will do so also. Tho resolution was out 
of order aud bo felt perfectly well satisfied 
that if tho Oijpositioa had brought it in 
tho Speaker would not have allowed 
the rules of the House to bo vi(dateil. 
Wo have niombers assisting and support- 
ing a Miniiter who refuses to do what he 
said he would. He wished to know how 
bis colleague could support such a TNlin 
istry. Ho never hoard tell of such a 
policy as theirs, aud wo find men dead to 
their pledKca supporting it. Tlio Chief 
Commissioner had staled that ho was 
ia unison with tho Premier on tho Car- 
narvon Terms aud yet he gets up in the 
House and states that the railway would 
only bo a useless expenditure of public 
money. This hon. gonlloman, after 
speaking for an hour, apologijiod to tho 
Speaker and the House for having made 
.10 lengthy a speech, when it might very 
well have been given in ton minutes. 

Mr. Beaven, seoonded by-Mr. Douglas, 
moved nn amendment to the amendment 
to strike out all the words after "Settle- 
ment" iu tho 2ud and 3rd lines and insert 
tho following; "Rocomnionded bj his 
Ijordship in 1871 havo boon rondorod im- 
practicable in opmo ro9pe(ds, for wo cou- 
sider tbat the work of actual coustruction 
upon that portion of the railway between 
Esquimult and Wanaimo proposed then to 
liQ begun at once ought not to bo delay- 
oil any longer than tbo early portion ai 
tbo present year, and tho portion of r^iil- 
way on tho Mainland of Uritish Colum- 
bia not longer than the time mention d 
in his Lordship's despatch of 18th Decern 
Lor last, vi£: after tha delay of a singlo 
snmmer, aud tho portion of railway from 



Lako Superior . meationed should bo 
pushed forvard'oontinnouBly and vigor- 
ously. 

Mr. Smith wished to move an amend- 
ment to tbo amendment of the amend- 
ment. Ho did this purely on principle 
though the Opposition do not give them 
credit for juinciple. He had not given 
up hopes of tho railway yet. At the Yalo 
convention ho could not get anyone to 
second a resolution to cro-s out wagon 
road aud insert railway. Ho had gone in 
last year for Separation, but now saw his 
folly. Ho was liko the fox that had lost 
his tail — the stump was there but they 
could not see tho point, and he thought 
tho Opposition were in the same ])osition. 
Tlio terms of union are to-day just as puro 
as they were the day they were consuin- 
roaleil. Tbo amondment is that "after 
31st December, 1877, tbo words bo added, 
'and that railway construction be com- 
menced on the Mainland simultaneously 
with that of the Island.' " If thisamond- 
iiiont does not jmsn, thou he will vote 
agidust the riisohition of the junior mem- 
ber for Cjwiidian. Ho thought this am- 
eiiilment would iinuro unity betwoen 
Island and -Mniuland. 

This amondment was ruled out of order 
by tho Speaker. 

Mr. J. Douglas thought we should de- 
mand our just rights aud would support 
Mr. IJo.ivcn's ri'solution. 

Dr. Ash aiovi'd that tbo House at its 
ri-iingilo stuml adj iurnod till to-morrow 
at 2 o'clo'd<. This was lost, 10 to 11. 

Mr. Elliott moved that tho Houso moot 
at 7;80 to-night. Carried. 

Mr. Humphroys— "Well, let lior rip." 
Mr. Beaven's umniulmoiit was lliun reail. 
Mr. Tislior thought it vras necessary to 
clearly undursl;uid what rho Carnarvon 
Terms are — whether an award or setile- 
moiit. Ho reviewed sovernl of the dis- 
patcdies of about the time tho Carnarvon 
Terms wore drawn up, aud stated tbat a 
groat deal of this had never njipeared at 
all. 

Mr. Walkom did not wish Lord Cirnar- 
vou to make knowu his decision. Hb 
thought we had not treated this in at all 
a temperate manner. Tho Carnarvon 
Terms were a compromise and nothing 
mure. It was on alteration in the terms of 
union, and if tho Carnarvon Terms are 
not abided by then wo havo the oiiginal 
terma to fall back ou. Lord Carnarvon 
says tbo railway from Nanaimo shall be 
commenced as soon as possible, and tho 
construction bo carried on with tho ut- 
most dispatch. These few words go fur- 
ther than any long speech he could make. 
The Island railway is one which Lord 
(Jarniirvou is in favor of, but it is not 
likely that Lord Carnarvon would ottempt 
to oiorco the Dominion Government. Ho 
did not boliovo tbat whatever tboy passed 
would hasten tho eommeucemont of tho 
road, aud would not support tho amend- 
ment of Mr. Beaven as it was an attempt 
to dictate. This summer would decide 
on the terminus; but until the terminus 
was decided upon no raHway would bo 
coininoucod, 
Houso liera adjourned till 7:30 p.m. 



EVENING SESSION, 

The Speaker took the ohair at 7.85 p.m. 

Mr. Fisher continued his speech want- 
ing to know whether it was possible that 
^Ir. Walkoiu's ministry were ignorant of 
the contents of the despatch prior to 17tli 
November. One of tho greatest pointi of 
tbat Government was to prevent the Dom- 
iuiou Government making uso of either 
water or wagoo-road communication, 
spoke of Mr. Walkeni's dologatioo, and 
said that it was not until after the dinner 
at the Alliambra tbat be found that tho 
people had been deceived aud that Mr. 
Walkom had not dealt f.iirly with them. 
Tho decision of Lord Carnarvon was kept 
back from the people of British Columbia 
at Mr, Walkem's wish. Tbe whole of the 
speech when he arrived liero was to show 
people bow well he bail b^oii received in 
Lomlon. Ill April, 1S75, IMr. UobortSLin 
a^keil whether tbe Govern luent hiid agreed 
to any altcfti'ion iu iho terms? Mr. Walk- 
em replied "uo !!" Now ho was able to 
prove that the alterations had been made 
Ho said that they had day after day to 
listen to long speeches with nothing in 
them rather than go on with ths busi- 
nes.". Since the opening of the House it 
has bt'cn nothing more than a debate for 
portfolios. Wo hour nothing elsu from 
tlie opposition but $350U. He deprecated 
tho ind.ccut remarks mudo about the sum 
])aiil Messrs. Trlmie and Finlayson and 
iLought that there was no one in tho 
Ilmiso who would not try and got all they 
possibly ounld for their lands or anytbiug 
el.so. There was a case of buying laud for 
a dock at Li verpo(jl — 100 acres of land — 
and tbat only between high water and low 
water they had to pay g 100,001' for la-d 
by the acre; when it cannot bo bought by 
tho acre is moonshine. Nothing bad oc- 
cunod luihorto to mnke him bt liovo that 
any one now in tho llouso could luauago 
lliii allaii'S of state bettor than the present 
Govorumont. Ho H;iid he would never 
fear to meet his couhtitueuts, and when 
they got tired of him, then he would not 
try and push himself on them. The op- 
position state that there is no hope of ibo 
Eailwa} — -the only bopo is on their cross- 
ing over to the Treasury Ijcnchcs. Those 
firiiendments were doing harm in delayiug 
tho matter before tbo liou'O aud ho stated 
his lirm conviction that thj railway will 
bo commenceil as .soon as it was possible, 
(cheers. ) 

.Mr, Pinibury paid that as the hon. Mr. 
lluinpbreys had stat'.Hl in his speech that 
he had been asked to iiUroduco this re- 
soluiion, bo stated th.it he was not asked 
asked by the Govornmont or any mem- 
ber of this House to introduco tbis reso- 
lution. It was moved ot his own free will 
anil ui- long as ho remained an indepen- 
ilout momborol this House ho was at per- 
fect liberty to introduce resolutions and 
would continue to up-hold his right (hear 
hear), 

Capt. Evans said the Ministry had not 
tho eonfidonco of the country. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott— Does tho hon. gou- 
tlemaii wish me to dissolve the house ? 

(laughter.) 

Capt. Evans eaid it was pitiable of tho 
Government to entrust suchau important 
quostiou to au indepoudent membur. 
if tboy brought this forward themselves 
they would have had the whole House 
with them. 

Mr. Mai a thought tliQ time to discuss 
this was when the Government brought 
down a reply to Earl C^irnarvon's (lis- 
patch. Ho would voto against this reso- 
lution and against all amendmootstill the 
reply to tho despatch oomos down. 

Mr. Gordon rose to reply to certain 
things that had been said aluuit indtpon- 
dont minnbors being lied down. Ho was 
!iot acting iu coucort with any inciubcr on 
this quoalion. Ho was sick and tircil of 
this lengthened debate, and was not awaro 



and ibis Hoii.sa had discussed this matter 
in nil the speeclics. Nothing now had 
lieeu brought forward; he could not see 
why this matter was brought up and kept 
np so much unless it was to kill time. Did 
l e see any good in this he would support 
it. All tUeae ameadmont^ &o., aliemito 
us from the sympnthioa of Canailaa id the 
English Govornmont. Ho would voto 
ag.iinst all rosoliitioiis. Ho feared that 
all this agitation will havu the efloct of 
bringing about what Lord Dufferiii pre- 
dicted and tbat Vicluiia would descend 
to_ a small hamlet. Ho did not wish 
this tooomo about. Nowhere except in 
Victoria is there anything but the great- 
est re.spect shown for Her M^ijesty and tho 
wishes of Her Majetty. (Uheer-;.) Iu 
overy district in British Columbia except 
Victoria Lord Dufferiu was spoken of 
with respect (cheers,) For these reasons 
he would oppose any resolution that diJ 
not accord with Iho suggestion of Lord 
C irnarvoa to wait a hinglo summer (loud 
cheera. ) 

Mr. Williams did not consider that this 
subject was out of place aud thought chat 
it would do a great deal of good if this 
was put before the Canadian Guvernmont 
in a proper manner. He would voto for 
the Carnarvon Terms at all times. 

Dr. Ash said the hon. gentleman from 
Nanaimo said that if Iho mombers on this 
sido of tho Houso were reasoned with for 
a month it would do no good. Ho quite 
agreed with bim. IL« would vot ifortho 
amendment, and could not lintl it in his 
conscience to vote for tho resolution; 
Rpoko of the Government, saying that 
they would vote for the amendniotit if 
produced as a subsianlivo resolution, ami 
now tboy ju-opose that the Esquimalt and 
Nanaimo road sbcnld noyer bo built. 

Mr. Davie sii l Dr. Ash, in quot- 
ing Lord Carnarvon's remarks as to com- 
peusation for tho I.->laud road, should 
have read on, when, it would be found 
that Lord Carnarvon said ho was not iu a 
position to (loclino to nntjrtiin the ropio- 
sentitioTiS of ilio Proviiice either viilh ro- 
foreiieo to the Island roid or tho inuin 
lino until he know tho route aud t 'rminus 
and that be roconimendod our Govern 
ment and Legislature to givo due weight 
to his representations, and that intemper- 
ate action would create fresh dillicultios 
in tho so't'oment on that satisfnotory foot 
iog Her iMajosty's Govornmont desired. 
Mr. .favio would, therefore, vote 
against the amend merit of Mr. Br^avon as 
running counter to the viow.s of the Eng- 
lish Government, through whose instru- 
mentality we could reasonably hope to 
find a solution of the difficulty. 

Mr. Elliott rose to explain that he was 
neither the author of tho resolution nor 
of any of tho aiuendmonls. Those asser- 
tions are most unparliamentary. Mr. 
Elliott sud ho would move for a Commit- 
tee of Enquiry into the charge of the 
member for Oomox that the Speaker ap- 
plauded a member of tho house. 

Mr. Smith thought it was unpav'iamont 
ary to attack the Spi'ukoi-, ^..ddariug tho 1 
time ho had known hira ho had never 
known bim t ) say "hoar, hear." 

Mr. Mara thought this matter should 
not be allowed to remain till to-morrow. 
He demanded an investigatiou to- night. 

Mr. Humphreys said he beard the 
Speaker say "hoar, hear," and heard him 
siamp with bis foot. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott— Did the hon. gen- 
tleman saj- thatMr. Speaker stamped with 
his mouth or eay "hear, hear" with his 
foot (loud laughter.) 

Mr. Williams— I did not hear you say 
"hear, hear," but I saw your log move. 
(Derisive laughter from all sides of tho 
House.) 

Mr. Speaker (laughing) — Who are the 
other hon. gentlemen, I never said 
"hear, hear," nor did I move a foot to 
applaud (cheers.) 

Dr. Asb said be did not beliere tbe 
Speaker would do either consciously ; but 
he cnrt iinly di I speak. 

Mr. Hpoaknr taid that ho bad asked for 
the same hearing for the Prsraier as hud 
been accorded the leader of tho Opposi- 
tion.
